U. S. Bureau Forecasts 


Over 3 Million Bushels 


of Good Quality 


(By the Associated Press) 


WASHINGTON — The corn crop 


this year amounts to 3,199,126,000 
•bushels, the department of agricul- 
ture announced today in its prelim- 
ination report. 
The quality is 7.7 


per cent above average. 


A month ago the corn crop was 


forecast 
at 
3,216,192,000 bushels, 


while last year's production was 2,- 
917,450,000 bushels, of which 142,- 
211,000 bushels, or 4.9 per cent of 
the crop remained on farms Nov. 1, 
this year, today's report announced, 
compared with 69.835,000 bushels a 
year ago and 82,618,000 bushels the 
average of the preceding five years.

WASHINGTON—Liquor lawfully 


acquired by a person for his person- 
al use may be stored in a place other 
than his home under a ruling today 
by the supreme court. 


The court's decision was on an ap- 


peal by William G. Street of New 
York city from lower court decrees 
refusing an injunction prohibiting 
federal prohibition officers from seiz- 
ing liquor which he had stored in a 
room leased from a. safe 
deposit 


company. The court declared con- 
gress did not intend to prohibit such 
•storage when the liquor was law- 
fully acquired for a lawful purjiose. 


The decision was rendered by As- 


sociate Justice Clarke. 
The lower 


oourt, in upholding the portion of the 
enforcement act, interpreted by pro- 
hibition enforcement' officials as pro- 
hibiting storage except in the home 
held that congress under the police 
• - 


power delegated, by the prohibition 
amendment had authority to prohib-. 
it any transportation 'of liquors and 
that in order to reduce the neces- 
sity for transportation to a mini- 
mum, 
it had the power to legislate 


as to the places where liquor might 
larwfully be possessed. 


Justice Clark also held that the 


transportation of lawfully acquired 
liquor from a warehouse to the home 
o'f the "owner 
did not 
constitute 


"transportation" within the mean- 
ing of the enforcement act. 


The question presented, Mr. Clarke 


said, was "may a warehousing cor- 
poration, lawfully permit to be stor- 
ed in its warehouse, after the effect- 
ive date of the Volstead act, liquors 
admitted to have been lawfully ac- 
quired before that date and which 
are so stored, solely and in good 
faith for the purpose of protecting 
them until they shall be consumed 
by the owner and 
his family or 


bona fide guests." 


After answering the question in 


the affirmative, Justice Clarke 
de- 


clared the court could not bring it- 
self to the conclusion' that such, re- 
tention of the liquor on the part of 
the storage company constituted. 
'possession" within the meaning of 
the section under consideration nor - 
would -the transportation of 
such 


stores to the legal'residence of the 
owner from the warehouse consti- 
tute "transportation" under the -act. 


The opinion suggested that con- 


gress might have in-advertently 
omitted having declared such stor- 
age unlawful, but regarded it as 
more probable that the framers'o£ 
the law had deliberately left this 
means of preserving lawful stores of 
liquor to those not possessing com- 
modious dwellings.

The fact that Point Isabel lies on- 


ly six miles from the Mexican bor- 
der, has given rise to whisperings 
of possible conferences between the 
new president- elect and representa7 
tives of the new regime in Mexico but 
those closest to Mr. Harding were 
inclined to throw cold water on such 
reports. 
Mr. Harding himself said 


today no such conferences were "in 
prospect" and he had heard them 
expressed on!i' in newspaper specu- 
lation. 


The same attitude was taken by

In Superior a woman poured the 


mash for making liquor in the bath- 
tub when the officers app'cared. The 
mash however was a little too thick 
iind the pipes were clogged.

tub remained filled with the damag- 
ing testimony and the agents took 
samples of the mixture. 


A Madison lady however got thi 


best of the situation in a somewha' 
similar case.

made by a tinsmith and contain 
great deal of material while others 
consist of nothing more than a cop 
pei teakettle and a towel or sponge 
The towel is used to collect the va 
por and when it is saturated the li- 
quor is squeezed out.

A jiiarked improvement in the 
quality of Wisconsin apple* aa the 
result of |he grading law passed in 
1917 is described in the report on 
:h« administration of ibis work 
made by Dr. & B. Frsckur, state en- 
xnnologist, to the Commissioner of 


Agriculture today. 


As a result of the administration 


by the State Department of Agri- 
culture of the law requiring the 
grading of apples during the past 
three years practically the entire 
commercial crop of 422,000 barrels 
has bsen 
carefully 
packed and 


branded as required. 
" The standards denned in the grad- 
ing law have made the quality of 
fruit the first consideration and put 
a premium on the use of careful 
pruning and spraying in its produc- 
tion. This has resulted in a general 
improvement in the quality of Wis- 
consin apples with a corresponding 
increase in their anility to meet 
•western competition.
